To 
tin the tip T depress the trigger and apply flux-core sun 1 1 1 er until it 
begins lo iin-It. Continue applying solder for .'-l or 4 seconds and re¬ 
lease the trigger, applying solder until the tip cools. Wipe off cx- 
Bolder and flux. If I lie lip is imi thoroughly Cioped, repeat 
i h r abnt'e procedure.

WHAT IS SOLDERING? 

Ordinary soil solder is a fusible alloy., consisting essentially of tin 
and lead, mid is used to join two or more melals through u chemical 
itliDil. A colder joint part tally convent* the solder tu a new and 
different alloy, forming a complete metallic contact. 

A fusing action between two metals requires sufficient heul> hot 
enough to Plell |1 ik wider. 

Proper preparation of itii motals before soldering is essential. Sur¬ 
faces inust be cleaned by wire brushing, scraping or sanding. 


Upon applying heat to the metals, the surface becomes oxidized and 
prevents the fusing aclion from occuring, To retard the oxidized 
ucUuii, soldering lillx is used. Flux core solder Itaa the proper 
amount of flux and is recommended for most soldering jobs. 

HOW TO SOIDER 

ifelecl ilie HI or LO setting best suited for your requirements. A 
LO 1 t:mperat ijj e selling delivers 100 waits of power and is recom¬ 
mended for TV, radio, hi-fi repair and printed circuit work. A HI 
selling delivers 130 walls of power and is recommended for tile 
catling, beary wim connect!ng and sheet metal work¬ 
place the nose of the lip on point to be soldered. Squeeze I he I rig¬ 
ger and food a small amount of flux-core solder on the nose of the 
tip at the contact poinl, The melted wider conducts heat from the 
tip to the metal to be soldered. Feed additional solder until it mail* 
and Hows freely. Move the tip back, from the work and release the 
trigger. 

CAUTION: Release the lrigger when the tip is not in contact walk 
I ho work to prolong the life of the tip and to prevent corrosion, 
which would require cleaning and returning of I ho lip. 

HOW TO CLEAN THE TIP 

Rub lightly with sled wool, fine sandpaper or a wire.! brush. DO 
NOT USE A FILE. After 3he nose of the lip is l hum uglily cleaned 
depress I ho trigger and apply Flux-core solder nnlil il begins to 
umh. Continue applying solder for 3 or 4 seconds and release the 
irigger f applying solder unlil the tip cools. Wipe off the excess 
solder and flux. ihe tip is not thoroughly tinned, repeal the above 
procedure. To keep tip clean while using, wipe the- lip periodically 
on a moist doth or sponge. 

HOW TO REPLACE A TIP 

Loosen the bushing screws one to one and one-half turns. Remove 
I he existing tip, insert I he new one and relighten. The screws must 
be sufficiently tight to hold the lip and to provide good oUmlrfooi 
contact,
